SENSATIONAL’ IKE TALK AWAITED 


Big Three Challenge Kremlin 
To Negotiate Peace Accord 


BERMUDA UP)—The Big Three 
challenged the Kremlin today to 
^negotiate peace settlements in E ur­ 
ope and Asia and to 
“ solve the 
stubborn problem s” of a world too 
long in conflict. 
In a final Bermuda co mmuni­ 
que that o ccasio nally rang with 
Churchillian pro se, but o mitted 
any co ncrete so lutio ns fo r the key 
pro blems o f Western unity , U. S. 
President 
Eisenho wer, 
British 
Prime 
Minister 
Churchill 
and 
» French Premier Laniel anno unc­ 
e d : 
1. They are sending notes to Rus­ 
sia for an early Big Four foreign 
ministers meeting in Berlin which 
they hope will make progress to­ 
wards the unification of Germany 
and independence for Austria. 
2. They will continue to strive 
for a Korean political conference 
which they hope will lead to both 
a Korean settlem ent with the Asian 
j ’ommunists and “ progress in re­ 
storing tnore norm al conditions in 
the F ar E ast and Southeast Asia.” 


3 . They will continue to struggle 
for “ peace and stability ” in Indo­ 
china, where the “ valiant forces” 
! of France and the native states 
are making an important contribu­ 
tion to the “ defense of the free 
world.” 
4 . They ho pe fo r a “ peaceful” 
liberatio n o f the Red-ruled Zast 
Euro pean co untries and reject as 
unjustified “ the present div isio n 
o f Euro pe.” 
5. They will “ lose no opportunity 
for easing the tensions that beset 
the w’orld and for reassuring all 
nations that they have no cause to 
fear that the strength of the West 
will be invoked in any cause of 
wrongful violence.” 
The communiq ue sounded a high 
note of Western unity and common 
purpose, providing a background 
for Eisenhower’s appearance at the 
United Nations today for his ad­ 
dress on the “ Perils ,of the Wolrd 
in This Atomic Age.”

his 
speech was o ne o f two 
kno wn 
specific results o f the co nferenc- 


es here since Friday . The o ther 
was the dispatch o f the no te to 
Russia pro po sing that the 
Big 
Fo ur ministers meet in Berlin 
Jan. 4 . There po ssibly were o ther 
co ncrete achiev ements, to be dis­ 
clo sed later. 
Two issues which figured heavily 
in pre-conference speculation—the 
projected European Defense Com­ 
munity and Churchill’s presumed 
intention to urge a top-level meet­ 
ing with Russia’s Prim e Minister 
Malenkov—were left unclarified by 
the conference 
communiq ue, 
al­ 
though the EDC was mentioned. 
Eisenhower and Churchill came 
here determined to put all possible 
pressure on Laniel for early ratifi­ 
cation of the EDC Treaty setting 
up a European

troops.

pressure, 
which fell on Bidault when Laniel 
sickened, obviously failed. 
The French were only able to ex ­ 
plain the reasons behind their fears 
of a German arm s revival. These 
fears have stalled French ratifica 
tion of the pact to date.

U.S. Envoy Labels 
Communists7 Reply 
As Only "Garbage7 


PANMUNJOM (J*)—The Allies to­ 
day laid on the line a “ final offer’ 
for a Korean peace conference but 
the Communists rejected 
it 
out­ 
right in a scornful blast which the 
chief U. S. delegate term ed “ gar­ 
bage.” 
The Red actio n made academ ­ 
ic a po tential Allied pro blem— 
So uth Ko rea’s refusal to accept 
part o f the U. S. pro po sal. 
South Korea's delegate refused 
to attend the meeting as U. S. Am­ 
bassador Arthur H. Dean deliver­ 
ed the new’ plan. 
D ean’s offer nailed down loose 
ends of previous Allied proposals 
and suggestions. 
“ I told them (the Reds) this was 
it and we would stand on it,” Dean 
told newsmen. “ This is our final 
offer.” 
Terms of the new proposal: 
1. Russia could sit in without be­ 
ing labeled a belligerent on either 
side or a neutral, but would insist 
they vote with the Communist side.

2. “ SOME or all” of the non-bel­ 
ligerent countries who have “ cur­ 
rent” ex perience in Korea could at­ 
tend as “ neutrals” without voting 
rights. They could talk on subjects 
under debate but could not bring 
up subjects. These could include 
India, Sweden, Switzerland, Pakis­ 
tan and Chile and 
Co mmunist sat­ 
ellites Poland and Czechoslovakia. 
3 . The meeting would open at 
Geneva within 28 to 42 day s after 
the present sessions end. Dean has 
indicated he might accept another 
site, but not Panmunjom. 
4 . Sessions would he open to the 
press ex cept on agreem ent by both 
sides.

Segregation Debate Resumes 
Before U.S. Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON CB—Attorney s a r­ 
gue

cated together in public schools, 
regardless of race. 
One ro und o f pro and co n de­ 
bate o n public scho o l segregatio n 
was heard y esterday . The clash­ 
ing arguments wind up to mo rro w 
but the co urt’s decisio n may be 
mo nths o ff. 
Legal q uestions for the court to 
decide are: Does 
the 
“ separate 
but eq ual” doctrine it laid down 
in an 18 96 transportation case still 
apply ? Has the court the power 
to order states to integrate their 
segregated 
school sy stems? 
Did 
the 14th Amendment contemplate 
outlawing segregation? 
Negro attorney s, opening the ar­ 
guments y esterday , asked the high 
court to outlaw' segregation, con­ 
tending the “ separate but eq ual” 
doctrine cannot apply .

WHITE-HAIRED John W. Davis, 
speaking for South Carolina and 
Virginia, replied that the doctrine 
has been approved in the courts 
and the legislatures for so many 
y ears that it should be regarded 
completed at the winter meetings, as no longer open to debate. 


T. Justin Moore of Richmond, 
also speaking for Virginia, told the 
court that laws passed 
by 
Con­ 
gress immediately after the Civil 
War did not provide that attend­ 
ing public schools is a civil right. 
Moore, who spoke only 
briefly 
before the court adjourned for the 
day , opened today ’s session. 
Following him, the U. S. govern­ 
ment, through Asst. Atty . Gen. L. 
Lee Rankin, will tell the court it 
can outlaw' segregation. 
The Eisenho wer administratio n 
co ntends the co urt has that po w­ 
er and that the purpo se o f the 
14 th Amendment was “ to secure 
fo r Negro es full and co mplete 
equality and to abo lish all legal 
distinctio ns based o n race o r co l­ 
o r.” 
Still awaiting argum ent are seg­ 
regation cases involving the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, Delaware and 
Kansas. 
There are 17 states with com­ 
pulsory public school segregation 
and three which permit it. All of 
them would be affected by a de­ 
cision against segregation. 
Moore said lOVk million of the 15

Negroes 
in 
the 
United 
States live in areas where compul- 
j sory segregation is the rule.

2. They will continue to strive 
for a K orean political conference 
which they hope will lead to both 
a Korean settlem ent with the Asian 
J ’om m unists and “ progress in re ­ 
storing blore norm al conditions in 
the F a r E ast and Southeast A sia.” 


3. They will continue to struggle 
for “ peace and stability” in Indo­ 
china, where the “ valiant forces” 
of France and the native states 
are m aking an im portant contribu­ 
tion to the “ defense of the free 
w orld.” 
4. They hope for a “ peaceful” 
liberation of the Red rilled 2ast 
European countries and reject as 
unjustified “the present division 
of Europe.” 
5. They will “ lose no opportunity 
for easing the tensions that beset 
the w'orld and for reassuring all 
nations th at they have no cause to 
fear that the strength of the West 
will be invoked in any cause of 
wrongful violence.”

Proposed Budget Totals $26,846 


To aid public understanding of 
points involved in the proposal to 
merge health departments of the 
city of Circleville and Pickaway 
County, The Herald Monday pub­ 
lished an article based on infor­ 
mation supplied by a spokesman 
for the Ohio State Health Depart­ 
ment. A second article on th e 
same subject follows: 


Answering six questions on what 
a unified health department would 
^mean for this district, E. A. Graber 
of the Ohio State Health Depart­ 
ment’s Bureau of Local Services es­ 
timated total cost of such unifica­ 
tion at $26,846 annually. He de­ 
scribed briefly requirements t h a t 
would have to be met and some of 
the benefits which would flow from 
a merged organization. 
Graber addressed the P i c k ­ 
away Community Health Council 
here at its November meeting, 
ft The six questions were relayed to 
him since that time by The Her­ 
ald and he replied: 
“ (1) The state’s requirements of 
a local health department, in order | 
that it may be eligible for such an­ 
cillary services as are provided by ! 
the Ohio Department of Health, are 
that the local department employ 
at least the basic personnel on a 
full time basis and that this per­ 
sonnel be prepared to offer to the 
Community at least the six basic 
public health services.

“ (2) YOUR SECOND question 
deals with the number of people 
needed to meet the requirements of 
your area. In order to properly ac­ 
complish the public health w o r k 
needed in the Circleville-Pickaway 
County area, there should be 
at 
least one physician, one sanitarian, 
two nurses and a clerk, 
f “ According to the American Pub­ 
lic Health Association standards 
which are used throughout th e 
United States, the department to 
serve your city and county should 
have at least one physician, two 
sanitarians, three nurses and one 
clerk. 
“ (31 Yntir third question has to 
do with the cost of such a depart­ 
ment. The cost of the minimum 
staff with the various incidental ex- 
Ji^nse necessary to maintain t he 
staff, would be $26,846. 
“ (4) Your fourth question deals 
with the distribution of cost be­ 
tween city and county. You 
may 
recall that in my discussion, I sug­ 
gested two possible approaches to 
the distribution of cost between the 
city and the county. 
“ One was based upon the as­ 
sessed valuation of the city and of 
the county and under this circum­ 
stance the cost to the city would 


Unquestionably this figure is no 
longer true due to the increase in 
valuation caused by the re-ap­ 
praisal ordered in the last two 
years by the tax commissioner. 
“ I am advised that the latest fig­ 
ure available here on assessed val­ 
uation for Pickaway County is $59,- 
641,143 
and 
for 
Circleville 
city 
$13,499,303. 
“ (5) The fifth questoon on bene­ 
fits to be received is difficult to an­ 
swer briefly. However, a few items 
may be listed. 
(a) With a full time physician 
health commissioner for both the 
city and the county, there would be 
one office, one set of rules and reg­ 
ulations and a general consistency 
and uniformity and action by the 
single health department. This is 
obviously of value to the various in­ 
dustries and individuals who have 
reason to use such rules and regu­ 
lations. 
* * * 


“ (B ) THE PHYSICIAN health 
commissioner would be the diag­ 
nostician of the total community 
ills on a preventative medicine 
basis. The theory of public health 
practice as you know is to prevent 
disease, particularly communicable 
disease, using every method known 
to science. In so ding the physician 
health commissioner, with the full 
cooperation and endorsement of the 
local physicians and their medical 
societies, spot troubles early and 
thus avert emergencies or epidem­ 
ics that would otherwise gain a 
foothold. 
“ (c) As neither the city nor the 
county has at this time, a full time 
sanitarian, 
the 
advantages are 
many because several services that 
are not now offered would be a 
basic portion of the health depart­ 
ment’s work. Nursing service with 
better direction could enter i n t o 
many fields that have not as I un­ 
derstand it, been offered to your 
area in the past. 
“ In short, the added health bene­ 
fits from a full time, qualified de­ 
partment, along with the opportun­ 
ity of receiving the ancillary serv­ 
ices of the Ohio Department of 
Health, will produce health bene­ 


fits well beyond those presently re- 
eived. 
“ (6) Since I have not had the 
opportunity of talking with cer­ 
tain officials such as the county 
auditor or city auditor as to the 
availability of funds, I am un­ 
able to answer the question as to 
whether the city and county could 
finance the proposed budget. 
“ The need for a 
public health 
levy could be determined by talk­ 
ing with these same officials after 
knowing the public health person­ 
nel needs of the city and county and 
the amounts of local appropriations 
that could be made to meet these 
needs. It must be understood that 
a public health levy is resorted to 
only as a supplement to the funds 
that can be made available from 
the normal sources of support of 
the health department.’’ 
In offering a proposed budget for 
any unified h e a l t h department 
here, Graber said: 
“ I 
must 
emphasize 
that 
this 
budget has been made with th e 
intent of meeting the 
minimum 
needs of the city and county. It is 
quite possible that there would be 
good reason to expand the person­ 
nel by one sanitarian and by one 
more nurse.’’

WASHINGTON UP — President 
Eisenhower returns here, from the 
Bermuda conference and his talk 
on the atom at the United Nations 
in New York today, to prepare for 
one of the most important years 
of his life. 
His Bermuda meeting with the 
British and French and his discus­ 
sion of the atom were parts of the 
foreign affairs half of his job. He 
returns here to dig into the other 
half: domestic problems. 
This first year in office for him 
and his Republicans might be con­ 
sidered a year of grace.

President and his party needed 
time to get their feet on

ground. 
But two years 
should 
enable 
them to show what they can do 
or intend to do. They meet their 
first big test of public approval 
or disapproval in next November’s 
congressional elections. 
By that time Eisenhower may 
have had so much success in for­ 
eign affairs that the voters will 
give the Republicans enthusiastic 
endorsement, in spite of any lapses 
in domestic matters. 
But, judging from the stubborn 
attitude of the Russians, it seems 
unlikely Eisenhower can pull very 
many rabbits, if any, out of his 
foreign hat. 
More likely his administration 
by the end of 1954, midway through 
his four-year term, will have to 
be judged largely on what the Re- 


! publicans have done at home, or 
left undone. 
The two biggest immediate tasks 
facing Eisenhower when he gets 
back here will be finishing work 
on the budget and preparing his 
State of the Union message, both 
of which must be presented to 
Congress in January. 
Some of the 
budget, 
perhaps 
most of it, is already completed 
But the President and his advisers 
still must consider the most far- 
reaching item in it: how much 
money for national defense? 
A great many things depend on 
the size of the total budget, which 
is the money the administration 
thinks it should spend in the fiscal 
year beginning next July 1: taxes, 
for instance, and whether the Re­ 
publicans will be able to keep their 
promise to balance the budget. 
It’s in the State of the Union 
message that Eisenhower will ask 
Congress for help and approval in 
carrying out the program which, 
he has said several times, will be 
the main issue in the 1954 elec- 
; tions. 
Eisenhower has promised to cut 
government spending and, to the 
extent Congress goes along, he 
may be able to do that,

He has also promised a new farm 
program next year. And he has 
talked of wanting social security 
widened to cover more people. 
He has a problem of foreign

CLEVELAND Uf) — A flabber­ 
gasted rookie once put his finger 
on one important reason for the 
success of the Cleveland Browns. 
This y oung All America play er 
had been in the training camp of 
another professional club before 
coming to the Browns’ camp. He 
scarcely had mud on his cleats 
when he came up with this sur­ 
prised observation: 
“ The other club assumed I knew 
all the fundamentals and went on 
from there. But the Browns don’t 
take any thing for granted. They 
teach y ou th°;, way of doing things 
right from the start.” 
That is only the half of it. 
Even more than on most profes­ 
sional 
clubs, the 
Browns’ 
staff 
works the y ear around. 
Coach Paul Brown is at the Pro 
Bowl and the Senior Bowl in Jan­ 
uary , attends the winter meeting 
of the National League, takes a 
long Florida vacation, and then be­ 
comes 
General 
Manager 
Paul 
Brown. All spring there are hud- 


dles with Business Manager Frosty 
Froberg, radio and television con­ 
tracts to set up, play er contracts 
to be signed. 
For the coaching staff the 
off 
season goes like this: 
End Coach Howard Brinker, who 
also is chief scout, works at lining 
up draft choices. (Brinker, like 
Brown, is a product of Massillon 
and Miami University , and for two 
y ears assisted him at Massillon.) 
Guard Coach Fritz Heisler also is 
on the road a good b:t, helping with 
similar chores. (Heisler play ed for 
Brown 
at 
Massillon 
and 
Ohio 
State.) 
Wilbur (Weeb) Eubank, 
tackle 
coach and talent scout, makes long 
campus tours, talking to college 
coaches 
and 
play ers. 
(Eubank 
play ed and coached at Miami, as­ 
sisted Brown at Great Lakes.) 
Backfield Coach Blanton Collier, 
specialist in pass defense and play 
diagnosis, makes the 
f a m o u s 
Browns’ charts. (Kentuckian Col­ 
lier was on Brown’s staff at Great 
Lames.) 
The charts are no ordinary com­ 
pilation. Collier spends weeks and 
weeks with a movie projector, run­ 
ning through game films hundreds 
of times and study ing each frame

Brown. Coach Brown and quarter 
back Brown, all in one? His an­ 
swer is simple: 
“ Some coaches have been tack­ 
les, or fullbacks, or ends, in their 
play ing day s. I’ve been a quarter­ 
back for as long as I can remem­ 
ber. It just comes that way .” 
What he doesn’t tell y ou, in so 
many words, is that he welcomes 
responsibility and thrives on it. Are 
the play s that he calls the reason

Brown 
never has claimed his play s were 
worth patenting. What, then, is his 
aim: Here is his answer: 
“The art'stry of football is to get 
every play er doing exactly the 
right thing and exact timing, as 
often as possible.” 
The way the Browns play the 
game, doing the right thing i n1 
every situation takes a lot of play -! 
ers and a lot of “ special units.” 
j

Under our 
sy stem of life, the contract ought 
to be inviolate during its term, as 
any other contract is. 
A contract is a legal instrument 
expressing the actual or presumed 
intentions of the parties to it, and 
apply ing only to those concerned 
and not to the public generally . If 
one party to a contract meets the 
stipulated terms, the other party to 
it has neither a legal nor a moral 
ground for breaking it except in 
clear instances which m i g h t be 
termed “ Acts of God,” that is, nat­ 
ural disasters, wars, etc. Not even 
remotely may a picket line be re­ 
garded as an “Act of God,” al­ 
though it may produce a national 
disaster. 
Surely , those who wish to revise 
the Taft-Hartley Law’ need to re­ 
vise the relationship of the picket 
line to the labor contract. If it is 
lawful to violate a contract because
